Ho w is the Salk v accine do ing ? The results 
are no t all in fo r 1955 , and mo st children did no t 
receiv e the sho ts required fo r max imum pro tectio n, 
so final co nclusio ns w'o uld be premature. 


But there is eno ug h ev idence to warrant two 
tentativ e co nclusio ns: 1. The v accine is no t a cure- 
all in its present stag e o f dev elo pment. 2. It do cs 
help. 


The po lio peak is past, and it is po ssible to 
estimate the to tal number o f po lio cases in 195 5 
with fair accuracy . The United States Public Health 
Serv ice ex pects the fig ure to be appro x imately 
29,000. This is a co nsiderable reductio n fro m the 
195 4 fig ure o f 38 .4 7 6 . but it is slig htly abo v e the 
195 1 fig ure o f 28 ,38 6 . 


Death fig ures, ho wev er, are mo re enco urag ing , 
which sug g ests that w^hen the v accine do es no t 
prev ent po lio it may make it less sev ere. The 
estimated number o f deaths fo r 195 5 is between 
8 5 0 and 900. There were 1,6 00 deaths fro m po lio 
in 195 4 and 3,300 in 195 3. In 1951, when the num­ 
ber o f cases was abo ut the same as this y ear, the 
number o f deaths was 1,6 8 6 — almo st do uble the 
estimated number fo r this y ear. 


Ev en so , the fig ures are no t as co nclusiv e as 
eo uld be desired. In 194 7 there were o nly 5 8 0 
deaths fro m po lio . 


But it is enco urag ing that the ev idence so far 
av ailable Indicates that the incidence o f po lio 
amo ng the 7 millio n children ino culated in the 
5-9 ag e g ro up was 25 to 5 0 per cent less than it 
wo uld hav e been witho ut the ino culatio ns. 


A g o o d ev aluatio n o f the effect o f the v accine 
sho uld be av ailable a y ear fro m no w. Fig ures v ary 
sharply fro m y ear to y ear. But mo re children will 
be ino culated in 195 6 , and if casualty fig ures dro p 
sig nificantly this will be reg arded as pro o f that 
the v accine is at least reaso nably successful.

among their own people as restoring the virtu ou s qu ali­ 
ties of du ty and respect.

I think of those American- so-called heiresses chasing 
abou t the world pu rchasing hu sbands, paying men ali­ 
mony after they divorce them, produ cing pu blic scandals 
by the brazenness of their condu ct and shaming their 
cou ntry and civilization, and then I think of Margaret 
answering the call of du ty.

Report On Secrecy Overlooks McCarthy s Troubles

American Civil Liberties Union, 
which has ju st issu ed a long report 
on secrecy and su ppression of news 
in

cou rse, intend to give ou t anythig 
that even remotely vindicated sen­ 
ator Joseph McCarthy, bu t the 
docu ment sou nds a strange note 
which wou ld have been considered 
heresy in the “left wing” had it 
been u ttered du ring the Stevens- 
Adams hearings in 1954, 
There were lots of vehement 
expressions then abou t how the 
Wisconsin Senator was trying to 
“e n c r o a c h” on the Execu tive 
Branch 
by 
demanding 
files 
in 
connection with the way Major 
Peress was promoted by the Army 
even 
thou gh, 
according 
to the 
testimony, the major hacl Commu ­ 
nist connections. 
Bu t it tu rns ou t now that the 
letter which President Eisenhower 
wrote on May 17, 1954—denying to 
a Congressional committee access 
to information from the files of the 
Execu tive Branch of the govern­ 
ment and citing lots of precedents 
to back u p the action — is de­ 
nou nced for its u se cu rrently to 
ju stify “secrecy within the Execu ­ 
tive Branch, entirely ou tside the 
field 
of the cou ntry’s 
military 
secu rity.” 
This was the letter which the 
ACLU report now .says wa.s is.su ed 
originally “to block testimony by 
John A. Adams, a lawyer for the 
Department of the Army concern­ 
ing 
conversations 
close 
to the 
White Hou se.” 
The President’s 
refu sal to allow his aides to testify 
was widely praised at the time. 
The report by the American 
Civil Liberties Union ju st released 
was written by Alien Raymond, an 
experienced newsman, who was 
commissioned to do the job of 
inqu iring into methods of su ppres­ 
sion of news in government. Mr. 
Raymond's lengthy report is sig­ 
nificant for what it omits. 
There is no mention, for ex­ 
ample, of the action of President 
Tru man in holding a conference 
at the White Hou se in April 1951 
in which some non-military persons 
participated and which resu lted in 
a decision to fire General Mac-

Mr. Raymond makes the cu riou s 
statement that “a feeling of fru s­ 
tration and cynicism has prevailed 
among 
large 
segments 
of 
the 
jou rnalistic fraternity, particu larly 
in Washington, for many years” 


and that “it seems to increa.se 
among the older men except for 
those 
who 
attain 
some 
inner 
serenity by faith, cou rage and 
lau ghter.” 
All this is su pposed to be the 
resu lt of inability of the corre­ 
spondents here to ferret ou t the 
news. He says that “able reporters 
today will not dig as deeply or 
work as hard to penetrate secrets 
within the federal administration 
which they know will be u nder­ 
valu ed. or cu t to brief items on 
page 32 or 48, as they might have 
worked for page 1 display du ring 
the Roosevelt or Tru man adminis­ 
trations.” 
^ Mr. Raymond intimates that this 
IS partly becau se newspapermen 
think their newspapers will not 
back them u p. 
Then he gives 
credence to a charge which Demo­ 
cratic politicians 
like to make 
often — that pu blishers constantly 
su ppre.ss the news which their 
reporters want to write. He says 
in the ACLU report: 
“ Anyone familiar with the per­ 
sonnel 
of newspaperdom 
knows 
that there is a great gu lf between 
the thinking of daily newspaper 
pu blishers and reporters on po­ 
litical affairs; that an overwhelm­ 
ing majority of the pu blishers have

The Salle Vaccine: 
Some Conclusions 


How is the Salk vaccine doing? The results 
are not all in for 1955, and most children did not 
receive the shots required for m axim um protection, 
so final conclusions would be prem ature. 


But th ere is enough evidence to w arrant two 
tentative conclusions: I. The vaccine is not a cure- 
all in its present stage of development. 2. It does 
help. 


The polio peak is past, and it is possible to 
estim ate the total num ber of polio cases in 1955 
with fair accuracy. The United States Public Health 
Service expects the figure to be approxim ately 
29.000. This is a considerable reduction from the 
1954 figure of 38.476, but it is slightly above the 
1951 figure of 28.386. 


Death figures, however, are more encouraging, 
which suggests that when the vaccine does not 
prevent polio it may m ake it less severe. 
The 
estim ated num ber of deaths for 1955 is between 
850 and 900. There were 1.600 deaths from polio 
in 1954 and 3.300 in 1953. In 1951, when the num­ 
ber of eases was about the same as this year, the 
number of deaths was 1,686 — almost double the 
estim ated number for this year. 


Even so, the figures are not as conclusive as 
•m ild be desired. 
In 1947 there were only 580 
deaths from polio. 


But it is encouraging that the evidence so far 
available Indicates that the incidence of polio 
among the 7 million children inoculated in the 
5-9 age group was 25 to 50 per cent less than it 
would have been without the inoculations. 


A good evaluation of the effect of the vaccine 
■hould be available a year from now. Figures vary 
sharply from year to year. But more children will 
be inoculated in 1956, and if casualty figures drop 
significantly this will be regarded as proof that 
the vaccine is at least reasonably successful.

I dare not say that a woman should not m arry the 
man she loves, but it is refreshing as springtim e to wit­ 
ness a response to a call to duty. M argaret of England 
will be beloved by her people not because she gave up 
the man of her choice but because she sacrificed personal 
happiness to m aintain a way of life which her family is 
duty-bound to defend. 
After all, millions of young men are dead and buried 
because they answered the call of duty, often with less 
knowledge of the reasons for the call than M argaret has. 
She is a brave girl, but even more, an idealistic girl who 
accepts the responsibility of royalty, which in the British 
sense is to set an example of the proprieties of life. 


Her grandfather and father labored valiantly la 
this field and saved not only a frown but a union of 
free and independent nations. And they did it without 
force or power, for they really hate none, but by tho 
virtue of their lives and the respect the people have 
for them. And now this respect goes to Margaret, for 
her sacrifice is very great and at an early age. 


In this era in which m arriage is being reduced to a 
m atter of registration and the word romance is becom­ 
ing, in common parlance, equivalent lo harlotry, the clean 
courtship, the honorable decision, the unwillingness to 
yield principle to personal satisfaction stand out in pris­ 
tine beauty and all who were engaged in what could 
have been an ugly pursuit of passion will he glorified 
among their own people as restoring the virtuous quali­ 
ties of duty and respect. 
It could even occur that in the course of events these 
lovers might find happiness, but they have acted well and 
have reached a conclusion that is right because it is 
dutiful and therefore noble. 
This middle of the 20th Century has to an astonishing 
degree become an era of decadence and debauchery and 
the characteristic is almost universal. The most famed 
women are expensive courtesans who are press-agented 
and photographed until even children know their names 
and their so-called romances and multiple m arriages, and 
hang their pictures upon their walls, perhaps as inspira­ 
tion to go and do likewise. 
And against this mob of 
underbred, highly-paid votaries of the physical body, 
stands M argaret who answered the call of duty. And the 
contrast is so great that it turns the revellers, whom 
Igor Cassini correctly named the “ Jet-Set,” into unpalat­ 
able creatures who, in pursuit of pleasure, sacrifice not 
themselves but so much that is decent and noble in 
human nature. 


Saints live to give exam ple to good and righteoes 
living, and no matter what she may suffer, M ir a ‘t 
will not fail to realize that she, who loves to sing and 
dance and be gay, has set an exam ple of dutiful 
living which may put a period to the ugly excesses 
of those who, possessing wealth and position, do not 
know how to use them. 
Perhaps her answer to the 
rail to duty may put an end to multiple marriage 
which is. after ail. a form of conrubinage and pro­ 
duces vicious results In society. 
As those on the 
Summit do. so do those at the bottom. 


The wage-earner copies the models’ clothes and m an­ 
ners. and m anners are the external manifestation of 
bnoral.v When a society loses the morals of its tradition, 
'it withers on the vine because its vitality disappears. 
I think of those Am erican so-called heiresses chasing 
about the world purchasing husbands, paying men ali­ 
mony after they divorce them, producing public scandals 
by the brazenness of their conduct and shaming their 
country and civilization, and then I think of M argaret 
answering the call of duty. 


I cannot hut wonder what these heiresses have 
Inherited. .Surely it is not 
a sense af devoted mother­ 
hood. 
Surely it 
is net the virtues af the 
Judaic- 
Christian civilization. Surely it is net the strength of 
the pioneer women who helped to build America, their 
own grandmothers who assisted in the building of the 
v e r y fortunes which they now squander In roistering 
without sufficient sham e to shut their doors and pull 
the blinds aver their windows. 


M argaret has rebuked them all and maybe our world. 
by this example, will return to a regard for duty rn all 
its manifestations.

Report On Secrecy Overlooks McCarthy's Troubles 


WASHINGTON - M a y b e 
the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 
which has just issued a long report 
on secrecy and suppression of news 
in 
the 
government, 
didn't, 
of 
course, intend to give out anythig 
that even remotely vindicated sen­ 
ator Joseph 
McCarthy, 
but the 
document sounds a strange note 
which would have been considered 
heresy in the “ left wing” had it 
been uttered during the Stevens- 
Adams hearings in 1954. 
There 
were lots of vehem ent 
expressions then about how the 
Wisconsin Senator was trying to 
“ e n c r o a c h " on the Executive 
Branch 
by 
demanding 
files 
in 
connection with the way M ajor 
Peress was promoted by the Army 
even 
though, 
according 
to 
the 
testimony, the m ajor had Commu­ 
nist connections. 
But it turns out now that the 
letter which President Eisenhower 
wrote on May 17, 1954—denying to 
a Congressional com m ittee access 
to information from the files of the 
Executive Branch of the govern­ 
ment and citing lots of precedents 
to back up the action — is de­ 
nounced for its use currently to 
justify “ secrecy within the Execu­ 
tive Branch, entirely outside the 
field 
of 
the 
country’s 
m ilitary 
security.’* 
This was the letter which the 
ACLU report now says was issued 
originally “ to block testim ony by 
John A. Adams, a lawyer for the 
Departm ent of the Army concern­ 
ing 
conversations 
close 
to 
the 
White 
House.” 
The 
President's 
refusal to allow his aides to testify 
was widely praised at the time. 
The 
report 
by the 
American 
Civil Liberties Union just released 
was written by Allen Raymond, an 
experienced newsman, who wa* 
commissioned to do the job of 
inquiring into methods of suppres­ 
sion of news in government. 
Mr. 
Raymond s lengthy report is sig­ 
nificant for what it omits. 
There is no mention, for ex­ 
ample. of the action of President 
Trum an in holding a conference 
at the White House in April 1951 
in which some non-military persons 
participated and which resulted ut 
a decision to fire General Mac-

Arthur sum m arily without a hear­ 
ing. Although the Senate commit­ 
tee which investigated the episode 
sought in vain to get testimony 
from the participants in the con­ 
ference at the White House, among 
whom was the present governor of 
New York.

Trum an refused to allow any testi­ 
mony to be given as to what 
actually took place. 
Mr. Raymond now m akes the

among the older men except for 
those 
who 
attain 
some 
inner 
serenity 
by 
faith,

All this is supposed to be the 
result of inability of the corre­ 
spondents here to ferret out the 
news. He says that “ able reporters 
today will not dig as deeply or 
work as hard to penetrate secrets 
within the federal adm inistration 
which they know will be under­ 
valued. or cut to brief items on 
page 32 or 46. as they might have 
worked for page I display during 
the Roosevelt or Trum an adm inis­ 
trations.” 
f Mr. Raymond intim ates that this 
is partly because newspapermen

who print their columns, even they 
—as one of them told this reporter 
—know they have to sell their 
product." 
The innuendo is unjustified either 
for syndicated w riters or report­ 
ers. 
It is true—though for soma 
reason Mr. Raymond didn’t men­ 
tion it—that in recent years many 
thousands of reporters have joined 
a national CIO labor union with 
which 
Mr. 
Raymond 
was 
once 
prominently identified. While some 
reporters 
might hold ideological 
views along the sam e line as labor- 
umon leaders, each newspaperman 
stands after all with relation to 
his writing on a basis of simple 
honesty and fidelity to his job. A 
well-trained newspaperman writes 
as eagerly a story that he knows 
will hurt his own political party as 
he writes an article that will help 
the party to which 
he doesn t 
belong—if it is the news in each 
case. Generalizations which impute 
to newspapermen different beliefs 
than their publishers may be true 
in an abstract sense, but to assum e 
it colors their daily writing, as Mr. 
Raymond says, is to do an injustice 
to the vast m ajority. 
The 
whole 
controversy 
about 
news-getting in Washington can be 
boiled down to one simple premise. 
There ere still “ acoops” today, 
though there were more of them 
years ago when newspapermen had 
more time and were not supposed 
to collect “ handouts" on such a 
variety of governm ental activities. 
It is lack of tim e to cover a big 
government rather then frustration 
that prevents newsmen from dig­ 
ging out all the news they would 
like to get. They will continue to 
ferret out the biggest secrets—no 
m atter what the executive order 
or restrictions may he upon offi­ 
cials to withhold news — if the 
reporter* follow the tradition* of 
an alert and vigilant pre**.
